1. This application has been examined. The claims 14, 16, 17, 23 and 24 are allowed.

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the cited art 
teaches or suggests that a control unit comprising a communication device for communicating a 
connection information outputted from a remote control operating unit; wherein the information 
processing equipment comprises a detection device which detects a presence of the information 
reproduction equipment connected to the information processing equipment; and a detection 
result output device which outputs a detection result of the detection device to the control unit as 
claims 14 and 16.
